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ΝΟ SUBSTANCE 
TO RESOLUTION 


[HE Security Council Resolution that 
emerged. from the prolonged wran- 
gle there has been “an exercise 
in futility” by the “New York Times.” 

It is certainly futile in the sense that 
it bas achieved no progress towards 
reducmg the likelihood of future 
clashes; there is a special futility to be 
found in the fact that both Israel and 
Jordan and the other Arab states are 
equally dissatisfied 

The faults of the resolution go deep- 
er than mere lack of effect. The com- 
position of the Council made it possible 
for all reference to Fatah terrorism 
and to shooting into Israel by Jordan 
soldiers to be deleted, leaving the Is- 
rael raid on the terrorist base at e- 
Salt to stand as an apparently isolated 
and unmotivated incursion. 

On this occasion, also, the Jordanians 
have gone out of their way to support 
the rights of the terrorists to attack 
Jarael-held territory and declared loud- 
ly that they have no intention: of inter- 
ferrng with their activities, which 
they consider entirely proper. 

That is no cease-fre in anybody's law. 
‘And indeed, the cease-fire has been dan- 
gerously eroded. Jordanian troops and 
fortified positions fire across the lines 
almost daily, and often several times a 
day, both into the Israel-held areas 
and into the area that has been Israel 
since 1948, in the Beisan valley, the 
only point mow at which the original 
Israel territory has remained vulnerable 
to attack. ἢ 

Fourteen months after the Six Day 
War the so-called cease-fire is begin- 
ning to look as though it will follow in 
the footsteps of the 1949 Armistice 
A ts, which remained frozen 
and useless and were never converted 
into treaties, as had been intend- 
ed. The cease-fire thus becomes merely 
the means by which hostilities may be 
continued with apparently limited risk, 
because the attacker hopes that it will 
bind the other side. 

Terrorist incursions have now conti- 
nued, on and off, for twenty years, alter- 
nating with strikes back at terrorist 
bases. and punctuated by two major 
outbreaks of fighting. Throughout this 
period the Security Council has not suc- 
ceeded in making felt its influence — or 
even its will — to end the shooting. ἡ 
In long periods of shelling of Israel 


Counc) replied to Israeli complaints 
either by claiming that its observers 
had failed to observe the incident in 
question, or at best by a faint and dis- 
regarded censure. The same applied 
when murder gangs infiltrated into 
Israel from the north,east or south. 
Tf all else failed, there was a Soviet 
veto to prevent sharp censure of the 
men who organized and carried out the 
attacks. ἢ 

It was in those days that the Israel 
citizen learnt to shrug his shoulders 
at Security Council resolutions, whose 
futility and emptiness served only to 
encourage the infiltrators. He learnt 
also that the Western powers had no 
influence with the Arab states, and that 
Russia had influence because it sap- 
plied the marauders’ arms. but mo in- 
tention of using it for peace. | 

The Council's newest resolution makes 
no sense because it fails to connect re- 
sults with their causes. It will cause 10 
one in Israel to amend his long-standing 
view that the Council's mode of opera- 
tion was badly designed and that it 
simply does not work, The reaolutions | 
are the result of political bargaining 
and not of study of the situation. Yet, 
compared to the war in Vietnam and 
the slaughter and misery in Biafra our 
trouble is of limited proportions. Per- 
haps the Council would be better ad- 
vised to abandon them and turn to the 
world's real danger spots. 


Eisenhower

— Former Pres- 
ident Dwight Ὁ. Eisenhower struggled for 
life yesterday, critically weakened by ἃ 
series of heart attacks. The 7i-year-old 
general was kept alive by continuous bursts 
of oxygen. Twice he was revived by an 
electrical heart-booster after lapsing into 
briex unconsciousness. : 
Doctors at Washington's Walter Reed 
Hospital satd they were “increasingly con- 
cerned." They said the former President's 
condition remained critical, 24 hours after 
his fourth heart seizure in less than four 


aonths.

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Three. Gaza residents 
die in mine blast 


Jerusalem Post -Reporter 5. 
GAZA. — A father and his son died at 
half-past-five yesterday morning . when 
their car hit a mine in the centre of town. 
A man who happened to be in the same 
Street was also killed by the blast. The 
car, 8 Fiat 1100, was totally demolished. 

It happened, on a dirt track almost 
never used by Israeli visitors or saldiers, 
just behind the El-Moodi- Baptist Hospital. 

The dead men are Rashid Gailani, aged 
ΤῸ, owner’ of a carpentry works and his 
son Ali, 40. The father was driving aud 
both men, who were sitting in front, died 
on the spot. Another son, Amin, aged 30, 
ane: a daughter, Rashid, 18, were badly 

The passer-by who died in the blast 
was Ismeil Shalal There was no curfew 
after the blast, but security forces roun- 
ded up hundreds of suspects for question- 
ing. Ten were still in custody last night. 

‘The Itim news agency reported last night 
that thousands of Gaza residents attended 
the funerals of Rashid Galiani and his son, 
members of one of the city's leading, 
wealthiest families. Galiani was the owner 
of the biggest carpentry shop in town, 
employing 40 workers. 

Many of the mourners expressed sharp 
condemnation of the terrorists, it was 
reported. 

Informed sources say the mine was 
probably laid by agitators hoping to stir 
up trouble in the Strip. 

In another incident, an Army car 
touched off a TNT charge asa patrol 
was moving south of Gaza at 10.30 on 
Friday night.

‘PROMISE 


TO FREE’ 


EL AL CREWMEN: 
BOYCOTT IS OFF 


‘ MLGERIA. — The Federation of International Airline Pilots’ Association 


(LF.A.L.P.A.) yesterday called off its scheduled boycott of Algeria following 
an Algerian promise to free—at a later date—the seven crewmen of the El Al 


airliner hijacked on July 23. 


The date on which Algeria will release 
the crewmen was not disclosed. There was 
no mention of the Boeing 707 aircraft 
or five Israeli nationals who were passen- 
gers on the Rome-Lydda plane taken 
over in mid-air by Arab terrorists. (But 
a BEB. report iast night said all 12 
passengers and crewmen would be relea- 
sed.) 

The decision to call off the boycott was 
reached in a four-hour bargaining ses- 
sion between the LF.AL.P.A. President, 
Capt. Jan Barteiski, and Algerian Forcign 
Mjnister Abdelaziz Boutefiika. The hboy- 
cott was to begin at midnight tonight. 
Capt. Bartelski flew to Algiers Friday: 
at the request of the Algerian Govern- 
ment. 

But LF.A.L.P.A. Vice-President Capt. 
Nitali Nikolayev of France, who accom- 
panied Capt. Bartelski to Algiers, said on 
his return to Paris last night that he had 
mo promise of the release of the plane, 
crew or passengers. He said that he was 
“convinced that the Government will 
settle the affair in the best interests of 
the crew and passengers.” He said the 
pilots had called off the boycott so Al- 
geria could make ἃ decision “as ἃ sover- 
eign and independent state.” 

Capt. Nikolayev said that in frank 
and constructive talks” with the Algerian 
Government, be was convinced that it is 
“conscious of air safety.” He said he was 
convinced the lifting of the boycott “will 
help us secure the release” of the Israelis. 

Reporting that he had visited the 12 
Israeli captives, Capt. Nikolayev said 
they were “very well treated. They are 
no considered like people in prison but 
Uke guests of the Algerian Government 
pending the end of the investigation. 


Capt. Bartelski flew straight un to 
Amsterdam. 
Capt. Bartelski and Capt. Nikolayev 


saw the detained Israelis at the request 
of the Algerians, who said they wanted to 
show the pilots’ representatives that the 
Israeli crewmen were well cared-for. 


The pilots’ representatives met with 
Bouteflika for 30 minutes Friday night, 
and for four hours yesterday. After their 
second meeting and the Algerian promise, 
Capt, Bartelsk! visited the crewmen again. 
He said the crew's morale ros? con- 
siderably when he told them of the out- 
come of the talks.

Officials in Jerusalem were last night 
awaiting word of the details of the agree- 
ment reached between Algeria and the 
International Federation of Airlines Pilots" 
Associations, 

The public statements regarding the 
agreement left blurred the most tmportant 
points; namely, when the Israelis are to 
be released, and what had been agreed 
upon regarding the passengers. 

While formally the pilots" organization 
represents the interests of the fliers, in- 
formed sources doubted that their agree- 
ment covered only the Israeli crew, and 
not the release of the passengers as well. 
Officiais also felt it improbable that the 
captain of the Israeli plane would agree 
to leave Algeria, while his passengers are 
still detained, unless perhaps he had iron- 
bound assurances that they would follow 
immediately. 

In a statenient issued by the Govern- 
ment Press Office political sources were 
quoted as saying the Pilots’ Association 
acted on the basis of its own professional 
interests and that Israel would have te 
pursue its own independent diplomatic 
efforts to achieve the release of the plane 
and the Israclis. 

According to aviation sources here the 
LPF.A.L.P.A position in Algiers was seri- 
ously weakened during this last critical 
round of negotiations hy the sudden dcci- 
sion by Swiss pilots not to support the 
boyeott. It was learnt by The Jerusalem 
Post, however, that heavy pressure had 
been brought to bear on the Swisg pilots 
by Swissair, the national carrier. Swiseair is 
one of the most popular carriers flying to 
Israel, offering about 12 flights a week. 

It was also learnt that the Tel Aviv 
route is one of the most economically 
productive ones on the Swissair network, 
and accounts for twiee as much profits 
as all combined flights by Swissair to the 
Arab countries, 

According to authoritative sources, the 
Cabinet will deal with the plane issue at 
its weekly meeting today. They suggested 
that Israel cannot subscribe to the narrow 
professional view the Pflots’ Union has 
taken. Security in the air means security 
for pilots, passengers and aircraft alike, 
it was noted.

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“FINAL? ATTACK ON BIAFRA 


LAGOS. —- Nigerian troops were reported yesierday to have 
fought their way across a key river, the Imo, in what could 
be the first stage of ἃ major — perhaps final — offensive against 
the heart of Biafra. The report came from Biafra Radio, but 
there was no official confirmation from the Nigerian Federal ἡ 


side. 


Radio Biafra sald there had been heavy casualties on- both 
sides in the crossing of the Imo, about 50 kilometres from Aba, 
Biafra's last remaining major administrative centre. 

According to Blafran sources, the crossing was preceded by 
at least two ‘days of heavy -mortar and artillery fire against 
two towns, Dmuagbai and Akwuete, standing on either side 
of the river. In Aba, officials said about 35,000 refugees had 


streamed out of the two towns. 


Barly yesterday Radio Biafra stepped up reports of fighting 
in all sectors of the war front now forming a ragged semi- 
circle west and south-west of Aba. This had led to growing 
speculation In Lagos that a big Federal offensive into the 


Tho heartland is under way. 


Meanwhile the peace talks in Addis Ababa remained stale- 
mated yesterday. Four members of the Nigerian delegation left 
for Lagos for consultations. Conference sources said this did 
not mean a complete breakdown, and negotiations would con- 


tinue, 


In Geneva, the International Red Cross said yesterday that 
responsibility for taking cvery possible step 
to deliver the most urgently required relief supplies” to Biafra.

In two major clashes just south of the 
Zone Friday—one in which guerrillas hurled 
explosive charges into an American en- 
camipment — North Vietnamese killed 22 
Americans and wounded 138. The clashes 
followed a battle on Thursday in which 
American and South Vietmamese troops 
and tanks entered the DMZ in strength 
for the first time in more than a year 
and reported 165 North Vietuamese killed. 

A U.S. military spokesman said that 
the North Vietnamese who withdrew from 
the battle inside the Zone left behind a 
log-book saying that they had orders

South Vietnamese forces, backed by 
dive-bombers, reported Killing 100 North 
Vietnamese and Vietcong soldiers in two 
days of fighting near the provincial capi- 
tal of Xuan Loc, 64 kms. east of Saigon, 
but the government troopa also took 
heavy losses.

Bolivian guerrillas 
making come-back 


By HUGH O'SHAUGHNESSY 


LONDON (Ofns.} — 

THE Marxist guerrillas, whose cause was 

given up for lost when Che Guevara was 

killed in the Bolivian jungle last October, 

are making a slow recovery and may be- 

fore long become a worse headache than 
ever for the government in La Paz, 


This is the main conclusion to be drawn 
from the revelation that the Bolivian Min- 
ister of Interlor, Mr. Antonio Arguedas, 
was responsible for the handing over of 
Guevara's diaries to the Havana govern- 
ment. Mr. Arguedas aud his brother, 
Jaime, an important customs official who 
was also hig accomplice, have been given 
political asylum in Chile after making a 
dramatic dash from La Paz. 

The fact that a Bollvian cabinet minis- 
ter was willing to work for the guerriJla 
cause 18 one of a number of pointers to 
the fact that guerrillas have at last 
achieved what they never had during the 
lifetime of Guevara, a basis of support 
among Bolivians themselves. 

One of the principal reasons for the 
failure of the guerrilJa movement last year 
was that it was financed, supported and 
directed from Havana, was made up 
masuly of Cubans and led by an Argen- 
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tinjan, ‘Guevara. Mainly because it was 
consistently sabotaged by the Moscow-line 
Bolivian Communist Party, the guerrilla 
movement sever made contact with the 
many local people who would have sup- 
ported it. 

Arguedas certainly learnt that lesson. 
As he said when he arrived in Santiago 
de Chile: “I am a Marxist but I do not 
belong to the Communist Party of my 
country...I want to take up the arms 
set down by Major Roberto ‘Coco’ Pere- 
do.” Roberto Peredo, killed with Guevara 
last year, was one of the few Bolivians 
in the guerrilla force. 

That Arguedas was not alone in sup- 
porting armed revolution was confirmed 
last week when the Chief of the General 
Staff of the Bolivian Army, General 
Marcos Vasquez Sempertegui, announcing 
that everything would be done to find out 
how the darles got to Havana, said: 
“There are many people implicated.” 


Communists too peaceful 


In the meantime, President René Barri- 
entes has formed a military government 
as an emergency measure “in view of 2 
mew threat of armed Castroite action.” 
The guerrillas, now organized under the 
name of E.LN. or the Army of National 
Liberation, have issued a manifesto in 
La Paz criticizing the line of 
the Bolivian Communist Party and call- 
ing on Communist militants to join the 
ranks of the guerrillas. 

Last month Colonel Remberio Iriarte, 
the miHtary prosecutor during the trial 
last year of Regis Debray — the French 
journalist who was with Guevara's guer- 
Tillas — revealed that the army had found 
caches of arms, food and medicines near 
the River Ichflo in the eastern jungles, 
together with pamphlets attacking the 
Bolivian Communists. The last fugitives 
of Guevara's group who crossed to Chile 
in February said that there were still 
some of their comrades left in Bolivia 
and that the organization was being led 
by the Bolivian Guido “Inti” Peredo, Ro- 
berto’s brother. 

A guerrilla movement made up of Bo- 
livians who know the geography and 
politics of their country better than any 
outsider — and who could, for instance, 
tap the revolutionary potential of the 
armed and turbulent tin miners who 
carried out the bloody revolution of 1952 
— would be a greater threat to the Gov- 
ernment in La Paz than any group di- 
rected from Havana.

ΤΕ; Soviet conception of what con- 

stitutes aggression ts apparently the 
same ag that generally accepted in Israel. 
Despite this Soviet representatives on the 
Security Council have, over the years, 
consistently disregarded the merits of any 
charge of aggression brought by Israel, 
and have done so again in the latest 
hearings ariying from Isruel's reprisal 
action against terrorist bases. 

A definition of aggression (quoted from 
Oppenheim-Lauterpacht) was cited by the 
distinguished jurist, Professor A.L. Good- 
hart, in his article published originally 
in London in the “Daily Telegraph” and 
reprinted in The Jeruealem Post on Au- 
gust 9. The principle of the definition is 
also recognised in the definition of ag- 
gression proposed by Soviet Russia, as 
quoted by Professor Julius Stone in his 
book “Aggression and World Order.” 

Oppenheim-Lauterpacht say: “When, to 
give an example, a state is informed that 
a body of armed men is being organised 
on neighbouring territory for the purpose 
of a raid into its territory.. a case of 
necessity arises and the threatend state 
fs justified in invading the neighbour- 
ing country and disarming the intending 
invaders.” 

The Soviet definition referred to by 
Professor Stone reads: “In an interna- 
tional conflict that state shall be declared 
the attacker, which first commits one of 
the following acts... (F) Support of armed 
bands organised on Its own territory 
which invade the territory of another 
state, or refusal, on being requested by 
the invaded state, to do so in its own 
territory... any action within its power to 
deny such bands any aid or protection.” 

In other words, such toleration — even 
when not amounting to active support, 
which is not denied in the case now be- 
fore the Security Council—constitutes ag- 
gression by proxy. 

Nullifying the notion 


Indeed, to distinguish between aggres- 
sion constituting a flagrant delict, 
or disre; the latter, would reduce 
to nought the whole notion of szgres- 
sion and constitute ἃ flagrant delict of 
one of the fundamental principles of Pub- 
lic International Law, upon which the 
Charter of the United Nations is based. 

It goes without saying, that this 
equally applies to violation by proxy of 
8. cease-fire agreed upon by nelghbour- 
ing states and endorsed by the Security 
Council, ~ 

It follows, that — as Prof, Goodhart 
implies before citing the above quota- 
tion — whichever way the guerrilla 
bands are regarded and whether such 
violation be direct, or by proxy, the 
State of Israel was entitled to take the 
necessary counter-measures for its self- 
preservation.

CAPE TOWN jReuter). — A leading 
South African professor has resigned 
from the University of Cape Town in protest 
over the Government's zefusal'to allow an 
African to work on the University’s teach- 
ing staff. Professor M.W. Pope, Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts and Professor of 
Classice at the University. handed in his 
resignation Wednesday night following = 
day-long sit-in by 300 university students 
demanding that the African, Archie 
Maffie, be reappointed te the staff. The 
sit-in was the first in South Africa.

British conunentary on the Charter, the 
implications of this Article were stated 
with disarming simplicity: “In the event 
of the Security Council failing ta take 
any action, or if such action as it does 
take is clearly inadequate, the right uf 
self-defence could be Invoked by any 
member or group of members, as justify- 
ing any action they thought iit to take.” 

Tt is true that acts of violence in the 
Interest of self-preservation are exercised, 
as are necessary in self-defence, because 
otherwise the acting state would have to 
suffer, or have to continwe tu suffer a 
violation against itsel;. 

It lg also true that the question of the 
legality of action taken in self-preserva- 
tion is suitable for determination and 
must ultimately be determined by a judl- 
clak authority, or by a political body, 
like the Security Councii acting in a 
judicial capacity, and the state concerned 
should abide by the impartial determina- 
tion of that question (from Oppenheim- 
Lauterpacht). 

Unfortunately the Security Counci] has 
fallen so far from the original concep- 
tions, which brought it into being, that it 
hag become futile for Israel} to expect 
“judicial and impartial determination" of 
any question touching upon any of her 
vital interests whenever confronted by 
aggression, or aggression by proxy, on 
the part of any of her nelghbours. 

The representatives of Soviet. Russia at 
the Security: Council, acting in confor- 
mity with their Government's imperiai- 
istic, selfish aims, have since the early 
"fifties deposited their right of veto, ap- 
parently unreservedly, in the hands of Is- 
rael's neighbours without any regard to 
the merits of any case brought by Israel. 
or against her. The Russias are turn- 
ing a blind eye to the belligerence of Is- 
rael's neighbours, who persist in threaten- 


ing violent confrontation and refuse 1o 
Degcifate for a peaceful getiement. an 
attitude which in itself constitutes 8. viola- 
tion of international law, as incorporated 
in the Charter. 

Moreover, the representative of France 
at the Security Council, for almost similar 
reasons and aitns, has joined the repre- 
sentative of the néo-imperialist Soviet Rus- 
sia against Israel, using similar arguments 
and tactics, short (50 far) of using the 
right of velo. Thus, at least two of the 
permanent members (not to mention a 
considerable number of non-permanent 
Inembers competing in their antagonism 
to Israel for their own motives) turn a 
blind eye to the constant harassing of agri- 
cultural settlements and villages within 
the State of Israel from the other side 
of the cease-fire line. These attacks con- 
stitute at least aggression by proxy on 
the part of the hostile neighbours, in- 
directly encouraged by the said members of 
the Security Council, whe cannot be ree 
leased from responsibiltty for the actlon 
which Israel is bound to take in the in- 
terest of self-defence. 


Justice denied 


There is thus an a pricri denial of 

justice and an assured lack of Iimpar- 
tiallty to begin with whenever Israel Is 
concerned, 
. This being so the Impiications of Ar- 
ticle 51 of the Charter in the British 
commentary — referred to above — are 
applicable to the case being discussed 
at the Security Council. 

Commenting on the work of the Sana 
Francisco Conference, Senator Connally 
stated at the fourth meeting of Com- 
mission ΠῚ (as quoted by Prof, Schwarzen- 
berger, p. 394): “The responsibility of the 
five permanent members of the Security 
Council is momentous; it is tremendous. 
Tt may have the cffect of shaking the 
very foundations of the earth. 1 cannot 
conceive of any one of the Great Powers 
that shall be a member of the Security 
Council considering lightly that sense of 
responsibility. It is our theory that they 
will be sensible of that sense of respon- 
sibility. and that they will discharge the 
duties of their office not as represen- 
tatives of their Governments, not as re- 
presentalives of their own ambitions, but 
ag representatives of the whole organisa- 
tion on behalf of world peace and on be- 
half of world security. Any other course 
would over a period of time cause the 
disintegration of thls organisation.” = 

No wonder that the people of Israel, 
apprehensive of becoming the first vic- 
tim in the process of materialisatlon of 
Senator Connally’s fateful warning. are 
losing confidence, and are determined to 
stand on their own feet instead of rely- 
ing on purported “original righteousness.” 
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Health Ministry and grave problems

Sir, — In 1964 a committee of shikun 
Nayot wrote to the Mimstry of Health 
Tegarding milk diytribution, We pointed 
out that nilik was left at the entrance 
te the shikun early in the morning and. 
after being exposed to the hor sun, was 
delivered several hours later. As a result, 
sour milk ia the summer was almost a 
daily securrence and keeping milk over 
the Shabbat week-end or holidays was 
absolutely impossible. Tk seemed to us 
that Tnouva was exploiting a monopoly 
position to maintain outdated methods of 
distribution. 

We received a courteous reply from the 
National Technician for Milk Hygiene 
on November ὃ, 1964. in which we 
were assured that the Ministry of Health 
knows of Lhig problem, regards it with 
gravity and is considering radical changes. 

It is now 1968. Our miik is still lett in 
the sun for three to four bours in the 
morning before it is delivered, and we 
rarely have any milk worth drinking on 
Sunday. The situation for us has even 
worsened because on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day milk ia not delivered at all and 
since we have no store nearby. people 
with large families or bables find this 
very inconventent, to say the least. 

May we, through the courtesy of your 
eolunins, 13k the Ministry of Health 
whether it has oot yet been possible for 
them to do something about a situation 
that they regarded with gravity four 
years ago and whether it also is not 
ime that Touva lald down some rules 
jn regard to the clean upparel and ap- 
pearence of its milk delivery men?

HALTING THE ‘IDEA-DRAIN’ 


15 bad enough that Israel feels the 

“bruin drain,” the emigration of ta- 
lented professionals to better-paying coun- 
tries. But Israel also suffers fron. what 
might be called an “Idea drain” — ac- 
cording to a staunch friend of the coun- 
try who is trying to halt it. 

Mr. Sidney Musher of New York uses 
the term “brain-power drain” to 
describe the escape of Israeli ideas to 
countries which pay more for them. in 
short, many lecal investors patent and 
sell thelr inventions abroad. True, the 
Israeli inventor receives royalties. But the 
Israel economy does not benefit from his 
idea — no product is created here, no 
new jobs for Israelis, no new factories, 
Ko increase in the gross national income. 

This is a very sorry state of affairs, 
says Mr. Musher, for a country which 
desperately needs to concentrate on 
“science-based industry.” Mr. Musier has 
no doubt that Israel could be another 
Switzerland — “and must be, as a mat- 
ter of fact." He says the Israel Govern- 
ment did not always reco; this need 
for science-based industry. but that it 
does today. 

Mr. Musher is particularly qualified 
for helping Israel on this road, He is an 
inventor himyelf. He holds some 200 U.S. 
patents, mostly in the fields of food 
upd pharmuceutical products and pro- 
cesses. “I was the first to apply protective 
materials to paper for the preservation 
of foods wrapped in them, foods such 
as butter and crackers,” he says. 

Bilu grandfather 

He got into the inventing field through 
family. activities which lead back to 
the land of Israel. His grandfather, Arye 
Musher, was one of the Bilu pioneers 
who settled in Petah Tikva in 1882 and 
pressed olives for a living. A generation 
later the family migrated to America, 
where they founded the Pompelian Olive 
Oll company. “Of course, we had to 
deal with problems of rancidity, and that's 
how I got into it,” says Sidney Musher. 
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(His wife Hadassah is the daughter of 
Rabbi Mordechai Kaplan, U.S. founder of 
the Reconstructionist Movement.) 

Two years ago, at the age of 61, 
Mr. Musher decided to retire from his 
own business life to devote himself to 
promoting applied research projects in 
Israel “I've never worked harder in my 
116, and I've never enjoyed it more,” he 
told us during an interview at the Shera- 
ton Hotel on his third trip to Israel this 


year. 

His active links with Israel over the 
past several decades put Mr. Musher in 
@ good position to foster his project. He 
is an executive committee member of 
the P.H.C. Israel Economic Corporation, an 
adviser to Israel's National Council for 
Research and Development, chairman of

COMOT in the U.S. a member of the 
Prime Minister's Council for Bcononic 
Development, a board member of the 
American Friends of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity — to name just 8 few. In the 
immediate pre-State period, he was Presi- 
dent of the American Economic Com- 
mittee for Palestine. 

Mr. Musher is also Vice-President of 
the Palestine Endowment Funds, Inc, 2 
46-year-old foundation supporting a wide 
variety of educational and welfare pro- 
jects in this country. Its founder and 
chairman is Mr. Robert Szold of New 
York {a long-time Zionist supporter, and 
a distant relative of the late Henrietta 
Szold). This foundation two years ago 
established the Robert Szold Centre for 
Applied Science, and it was Unked to the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 


The Robert Szold Centre — to which 
Sldney Musher devotes much of his ener- 
gy today — 1s a framework for en- 
couraging Israeli inventors to patent and 
sell their inventions locally. The Centre 
gives financial assistance both in the 
developmental stages of a new aclentific 
idea and later in its commercial appli- 
cation, It is intended specifically for 
scientists of the Hebrew University — 
though the parent foundation, PEF, also 
aids other Israeli sclentific institutions. 
In the past two years, the Robert Szold 
Centre has distributed 1.200.000 in re- 
search funds. it will give away 100,000 
in the coming academic year. 

‘tf research money from the Szold 
Centre later results in a product of com- 
mercial value, the profits from it will 
gc to the Hebrew University as well as 
to the. inventor himself," Mr. Musher ex- 
plains. So far, 15 research projects have 
been assisted. These include a new bro- 
mine process, the development of ger- 
manium detectors (8. tool used in nuclear 
Physics), and a crystal-growing process 
which results in chemically-created gem 
stones. 

Not satisfied merely with aiding re- 
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search, the Stold group has set up the 
Israel Research and Development Corpora- 
tion of which Sidney Musher ts chair~ 
man. This is an investment company for 
the fleid of scfence-based industry, and 
it has IL6m. in capital Its partners 
include the Government of Israel, Bank 
Discount, Bank Leumi, the Industria] Dev- 
elopment Bank, the P.E.C. and “a group 
of sophisticated individuals.” 

Seven factories utilizing Israeli inren~ 
tions have already been set up hy the 
investment corporation. While Mr. Μι:- 
sher preferred not to lst them by name, 
he said they covered such fields as elec- 
tro-optical, fuel cells and ultra-high 
vacuum systems, 


Jerusalem to Rehovot route ii 


Mr. Musher foresees the day when Im 
rael will have its own “Route 128." This 
is the name of the highway which δα. 
circles Boston, Mass, and it is along 
this road that scientists of Harvard Uni- 
versity and the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology have set up industries based 
on their inventions. Our Route 125 would 
presumably wind its way from the He- 
brew University of Jerusalem to the Weiz- 
mann Institute of Rehovot. 

But the IL64,000 question: Will it be« 
come financially attractive for Israeli in- 
ventors to sel} their patents on the home 
market instead of abroad? Before giving 
a direct reply, Mr. Musher suggests that 
our young scientists would do well to 
develop a sense of responsibility toward 
the economic development of Israel. “They 
are good patriots, They serve thelr coun- 
try in the Army. But they do not always 
sense a duty to its economic develon- 
ment.” 

However, ΔῈ should not just be a mat~ 
ter af patriotism, Mr. Musher emphasizes. 
Yes, he says, it can become as finan- 
cially attractive te sell an invention in 
Israel as abroad — and in the long-run, 
the inventor could get even more ma~ 
tertal reward from production on the local

Onions as 


heart cure 


By Christine Doyle 
LONDON (Ofns). — 
p= or boiled onions for breakfast 
could heip to reduce the possibility 
of a heart attack. 

This surprising suggestion, which BPrit- 
ish doctors have investigated, stems from 
& casual remark by 2 patient that in 
France horsee which develop clots in 
the legs are given garlic or onion. 

At the Roya) Victoria Infirmary in 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, doctors decided te 
test this idea by giving 22 convalescent 
patients ἃ portion of onions at break- 
fast or luuch time, with or without fat- 
enriched food. Fatty foods are held to 
increase blood clotting. The patients 
ranged from 19 tq 78 years of age, and 
were recovering from bleeding stomach 
vicers. 

The results show that after a break- 
fast of fatty foods only, clotting activity 
in the blood is raised. The addition of 
onions, whether boiled or fried, not only 
prevented this rise but caused a marked 
decrease In every patient. 

Writing in the British Medical Journal, 
Dr. Hewan Dewar, a heart specialist, 
and Professor Ὁ, J. Newall, 2 medical 
statistician, say that thelr results con- 
firm a similar finding by an Indian team 
of doctors. 


Whether the anti-clotiing factor in ἢ 


onions is caused by one of its known 
constituents has not yet been established, 
although investigations are in progress.

Consumer conspiracy and careful 


shoppers

CLOUD af confusion closes in on 
me at a certain sector of the self- 
service store where I shop. For years £ 
have hesitated to discuss the matter open- 
ly; but now that the subject has heen 
aplashed in large type across advertise- 
ments In the press, I see that in this 
permissive age, 1 have been unneces- 
sarily: delicate. 

The problem hag to do with the price 
of toilet paper. As a careful shopper, I 
have always tried to figure out what 1 
am paying and what I am getting on 
this item. But there simply is no time to 
do it, teetering there on my shopping 
eart with all that data flung in my face 
and not an abacus in sight. 

Now I have retired to the quiet of 
my study with the data before me, What 
we have are four offers of “Crepe Toilet 
Paper" (there is a fifth, but this one is 
not crepe) as follows; 2 rolls of 500 
sheets, formerly 1.25, now 1.15. 4 rolls 
of 300 sheets each, formerly 1.50, now 
1.39. 4 rolls of 400 sheets each, formerly 
1.95, now 1.79. And 6 rolls of 400 sheets 
each, formerly 2.75, now 2.49. 

‘Those are all the clues we have. At 
the shop, Jf there are not too many peo- 
ple around and you care deeply enough, 
you can always stealthily claw away 
some of the wrapping and finger the 
texture to see what 15 really meant by 
“crepe.” 


PLUS OF MINUS MARGIN 
Let us begin with the first set of in- 


tegers, which looks deceptively easy. Now, ᾿ 


two rolls for 1.15 comes to 57.7 agorot 
each; we can safely round off to 58, 
in accordance with inflationary thinking. 
You get 500 sheets, which comes roughly 
to .116 agorot per sheet, Child's play! 
Any idiot ought to be able to go through 
these calculations at the store without 
even perceptibly slowing the momentum of 
the shopping cart. 

But wait! I seem to remember that the 
brand I have at home (a competitor 
whose name I will not mention) has a 
statistical warning on each roll, clear for 
all to see. The permitted margin of er- 
ror, we learn, is plus or minua 8 per cent. 

A trifle insecure now, 1 wonder why 
this word of caution does not appear on 
the advertised items, whose air of in- 
fallibjlity drives me to further calcula- 
tions. Applying the 8 per cent range 
yields as many as 540 sheets, or then 
again, 85 few as 460. 

Back to the old abacus. If the law 
of probability in crepe tollet paper pack- 
aging (which, if occurs to me, may be 
partly affected by the rate of reduction 
in speed of spindle rotation during the 
winding process ag the outside edge of 
the roll is approached) has erred in our 
favour, we are getting a bargain of only 
-106 agorot per sheet, (I have rounded 
the figure here ne Poa interests of bre-_ 
vity.) Conversely, if this happens to be a 
bad dey and we are getting the short 
end of the permitted error, we are pay- 
ing a rather stiff 126 agorot per sheet. 


METRES OE SHEETS 


Or will we? What do they mean by 
“sheets" anyway’ My competitive brand 
is labelled in metres, without a whisper 
about sheets. Another brand thoughtfully 
provides sheet dimensions (10 cm. x 11.5 
em.) and “width of roll — a significant 
factor, but no less so than the diameter 
of the roll (in turn, influenced by many 
variables).

intelligent consumer, I opened up yet an- 
other of my competitive home rolls (“50 
Metres, plus or minus 8 per cent) to 
convert metres into sheets. The first roll 
had no perforations at all. The second 
was nicely perforatee and laying it wut on 
the floor tiles i five tiles ta the metre, 
and never mind the margin of error) 
1 got 7 7-Sths sheets per metre. Fifty 
metres gets me 394 sheets... but I am 
rapidly tiring of this game...

‘Legalize violence’ call by 
priests as Colombia prepares 
‘for Pope Paul’s visit

BOGOTA, Colombia (Reuter). — The 29th International Eucharistic Congress 
opens here tomorrow with a new controversy spreading among South American 
Catholics and their priests. The Congress—the third to be held in Latin America 
—will be formally opened by Cardinal Giocomo Lercaro, former Archbishop of 


+ Bologna, Italy. On Thursday, Pope Paul is due to arrive to attend the Congress 


and pay the first visit to Latin America by a Pontiff in 20 centuries of Christianity. 


On the eve of the Congress, more than 

700 Latin American priests have called 
on their bishops to proclaim the right of 
the oppressed to resort to violence as a 
means of legitimate defence. Copies of the 
letter’ have already been dliivered to 
bishops now in Bogota and the views ex- 
pressed are likely to provoke wide differ- 
ences of opinion. 
. With the, controversy over Pope Paul's 
recent banning of artificial means of birth 
control still echoing. round the Catholic 
world the 700. signatories of the letter 
have now brought up the issue of violence 
and when it can be legitimate, Whether 
or not it will be brought up. formally at 
the Congress was not yet known but it 
may be raised at a meeting. of Latin 
American bishops in Colombia later this 
month This meeting. will be formally 
opened by the Pope. 

The letter said Latin America has been 
ἃ “continent of violence” for the past 
few centuries, Initiated by a so-called 
Movement of Priestly Coordination in Ar- 
gentina, it asked the bishops to.proclaim 
the right of exploited people to their 
legitimate defence. Reliable sources in 
Buenos Adres said last night thet the 
letter had been signed by priests in Ar- 
gentine, Brazil, Bolivia, Chile, Colombia, 
Ecuador, El Salvador, the Dominican Re- 
public, Mexico, Panama, Paraguay and 
‘Venezuela, 

Bogota, high up in the Andes moun- 
tains, waa yesterday ready for the Con- 
gress. The: City and the Colombian Gov- 
ermmment have spent $10m. beautifying 
Bogota and making preparations for the 
Congress, -due-to be held in a camp just 
outside the city.

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Dayan: peace ‘possible’ 


~ but Arabs 


not ready 


“Defence Minister Moshe Dayan said in an interview published on Friday 
that he believes peace with the Arabs is possible, but the Arab leaders were not 


ready for it. 


In an interview with “Yediot Abaronot,” Mr. Dayan cited 


President Nasser's Jast speech in which he rejected any possibility of peace 


with Israel. 

Mr. Dayan sald that he still believed 
“that the Arabs would not start ἃ war 
without getting a green Ught from the 
‘Russtans. ‘The fact that more than 8 year 
after the Six Day War, the Russians had 
not pushed the Arabs into renewing the 
war, though supplying them with arms, 
was “a relief.” he said. 

Asked about Israeli reactions tu acts of 
aggression, Mr. Dayan said that the Arab 
states were labouring under the misap- 
prehension that they could be party to 
cease-fire agreements and yet conduct a 
war of terror. “This is not accepted else- 
whete and will not be accepted here." he 
sald. 

The Minister said he “more than hop- 
ed” that this pattern of relationships 
would change, for if it dtd not, there 
would be no normalization and no basis 
for a peace treaty between Israel and the 
Arabs. He rejected the demand, “made 
often by foreigners,” that allowance must 
be made for the “Arab mentality” and 
the claims that Arab leaders “could not 
afford” to make concessions. 


ISRAEL] MENTALITY’ 


“The Arabs are sufficiently intelligent 
fa know that cease-fires do not include 
the right to send Fatab men from Jor- 
danian army positions. Perhaps they: think 
they can do so, not because of the Arab 
mentality, but because of the Israeli men- 
tality and work! reactions,” he said. 

Mr. Dayan said he belleved that since 
the Six Day War, “we are in a phase of 
revision of the pattern of relations be- 
tween Israel and the Arabs, We must 
insist that the new relations are based 
in fact and not in fiction, and are nor- 
mal, simular to those between other coun- 
tries." 

In this respect, the e-Salt bombing had 
special significance, “Israel is not only 
obliged to strike at the Fatah mén in 
their hasex, but also to tear away the 
ΧΕΙ] ot fiction from the one-sided cease- 
fire." 

The guestion was not whether Israel] 
could live with the Fatah terror. which 
could “sometimes be swallowed." The ques- 
tion was one of the future pattern of re- 
Jations between Israel and her neighbours, 
he said.

He left the 
country at the beginning of June, but was 
arrested in Italy and held in a Naples jail. 
On August 14, he was flown back to 
Israel. 

Defence counsel, Mr. Ephraim Talmor, 
asked the inspector if it was true that 
Pitaro was involved in negotiations with 
Herut, especially with Knesset Members 
of that party, so that the hank gaurantee 
was meant for Herut, or any firm con- 
trolled by Herut?” 

Answer: “No, that is not true.” 

Pressed if such negotiations had been 
going on, Chief Inspector Sharf interjected

Air France, the major airline involved 
was also inc! ly mervoug over the 
boycott and inal cocater-boyeatt threats. 
The airline, plagued by strikes during the 
past year, including a two-week shutdown 
during the May-June student-labour ὑπ’ 
rest, stood to lose considerably if the 
boycott went into effect. It operates not 
only the large majority of flights in and 
out of Algeria, but also a considerable
